150th Anniversary of Father 


Lacombe’s birth marked 


A look at the western 
territory, at the time when 
Father Albert Lacombe be- 
gan his missionary work, was 
presented from two some- 
what unusual vantage points 
to the large crowd at the 
annual banquet and meeting 
of the St. Albert Historical 
Society on Saturday evening 
at Club Mocombo. The event 
this year celebrated the 
150th anniversary of Father 
Lacombe's birth. at St. 
Sulpice, Quebec, on Feb- 
tuary 27th, 1827. 

Prior to the banquet, 
Minister of Culture, the Hon. 
Horst Schmid was introduced 


by MLA Ernie Jamison. He 
told the crowd that the 
original log church built 
under Father Lacombe, and 
the Bishops Palace (formerly 
Grandin House) had been 
designated as historic sites 
by the province. He spoke of 
Father Lacombe’s work esta- 
blishing the St. Albert 
Mission, building a grinding 
mill and a bridge across the 
Sturgeon, of his contribution 
to the west as a widely 
travelled missionary who 
earned the respect of the 
natives, the metis whom he 
especially loved, and the 
white people. He referred 


also to Lacombe’s love and 
appreciation of the beauty of 
the western wilderness. The 
minister left before the 
dinner for another engage- 
ment. 

Reverend Gerald Hutchin- 
son of Rundle Mission, an 
historian of the Methodist 
missionaries, particularly 
George and John McDougall, 
noted that George McDoug- 
all was already doing miss- 
ionary work among the 
native people when Father 
Lacombe came west in 1849 
as a newly ordained priest. 

Mr. Hutchinson brought

On Feburary 24, 1977, 
Lieutenant Governor Ralph 
G. Steinhauer opened the 
third session of the 18th 
Alberta Legislature, dressed 
in full Indian regalia. ‘'I felt 
so happy and proud to 
represent the Indian people 
in that fashion’’ said the Lt. 
Governor of his 50-minute 
speech delivered to a full 
assembly and a crowded 
visitors gallery. 

“It thrilled the native 
people and I was pleased 
with the attitude of the 


general public -- the feeling 
of general acceptance by 
non-native people for an 
event like the signing of 
Treaties Six and Seven was a 
thrill to me."’ 

Mr. Steinhauer, Canada's 
first Lieutenant Governor of 
Indian descent, is a member 
and past Chief of the Saddle 
Lake Band. His recent pre- 
sentation was in honor of his 
people and all Albertans and 
in commemoration of Treaty 
number Six, signed in 1876, 
and number Seven in 1877.

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into focus the political forces 
at work in the 1840's and 
‘50's, and their implications 
for missionaries in the west. 
He told how George Simp- 
son, north American gover- 
nor of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, was reluctant to 
have missionaries enter the 
territories covered by the fur 
traders. Factor John Row- 
land could see no advantage 
of missionaries coming eith- 
er. They heralded settle- 
ments and were considered a 
threat to the thriving fur 
trade, dependent on Indians 
and Metis. But although 
consent of the company was 
required, it was sometimes 
circumvented - as when 
Governor Simpson was out of 
the country - and other times 
grudgingly granted for miss- 
ionaries to come. 

Mr. Hutchinson also poin- 
ted out that in the mid-19th 
century rivalry between the 
French and English speaking 
people of Canada was al- 
ready a strong political force. 
As the settlement of the west 
was foreseen, both wanted to 
be in the stronger position. 
The danger of a take-over by 
the Americans, pressing 
west in great numbers was 
also a threat. And there was 
also rivalry between the 
Anglican and Methodist and 
Roman Catholic priests and 
missionaries as they sought 
converts among the Indian 
and Metis population. 

The work of the miss- 
ionaries carried on under 
extremely adverse condi- 
tions, and, as Mr. Hutch- 
inson showed in his most 
interesting talk, there were 
more problems involved in 
that work than ministering to 
the flock. 

Lieutenant Governor Ral- 
ph Steinhauer opened his 
talk by saying that his people 
did not have written records 
to rely upon, but never the 
less factual records were 
passed on from generation to 
generation by the wise men 
of the native tribes and 
conferacies. 

Our people, he said, found 
the differences in the miss- 
ionaries hard to understand. 
The missionaries all believed 
in the Great Spirit, but they

had different ways of follow 

ing him. Mr. Steinhauer 
pointed out that 1977 was 
also an historic one for native 
people under treaties with 
the Great White Mother. He 
said his people were sur- 
prised at the coming of the 
white men from across the 
‘*great waters.’’ Although 
they knew of these great 
waters they believed that at 
their far side one would fall 
off. 

Mr. Steinhauer told a story 
of how word reached two 
people at the same time of 
the birth of an Indian boy at 
Rocky Mountain House. 
‘“‘My great grandfather, 
Henry Bird and Father 
Lacombe. Henry Bird, how- 
ever, had great renown as a 
trainer and handler of dogs. 
So it was that he reached 
Rocky Mountain House first, 
performed his baptism and 
on his way back made camp 
at Sylvan Lake. Father 
Lacombe and his party app- 
eared and were welcomed to 
the campfire and a meal of 
bannock and meat. The next 
morning they went on to 
Rocky Mountain House and 
the baby was baptized again. 

Both Father Lacombe and 
Rev. McDougall were well 
respected by the Indian 
people, Mr. Steinfiauer said 
and when it came time to 
sign the treaties the wise 
chiefs of the Blackfoot 
decided to call in both men, 
because they knew them 
both for honest men. The 
Indian people knew that 
many white people would 
come to their lands, and they 
trusted those two men. So it 
came about that the treaties 
were signed and a great 
slaughter of white people 
was prevented, because two 
famous missionaries were 
honest. 

Mayor Plain brought gr- 
eetings from the city, and 
Father Joseph Regnier OMI,

who had asked the blessing 
at the banquet, also replied 
to the toast in a moving 
tribute to the great man, 
spoken in French and in 
English.

Dennis was born in St. 
Boniface, Manitoba, on Nov 
ember 21, 1958, and came 
with his family to St. Albert 
in August of 1974.

Through 
the move he lacked one 
credit for his higher educa- 
tion and had completed that 
course in January.

lam one of the citizens 
who attended city council's 
hearing regarding an ambu- 
lance service. I fear that our 
mayor and some council 
members are suffering typi- 
cal government tunnel vis- 
ion. 

What I advocated, and I 
believe, Mr. Hobson of the 
Safety Council advocated, 
was a BASIC service. It is 
incorrect of Mr. Plain to state 
that there is only a difference 
of $14,000 between what the 
Safety Council proposed and 
what the mayor calls ‘‘a fully 
paramedic service."’ 

None of the three ‘‘cases’’ 
presented by city council can 
be called a BASIC service 
because all utilize a para- 
medic director, several addi- 
tional paramedics and four 
vehicle operators. 

It was never clarified why 
we cannot start with ONE 
vehicle staffed by the mini- 
mum required St. John 
Ambulance personnel. Dr. 
Albrecht convincingly show- 
ed that we do not now 
require a paramedic service. 

What difference does it 
make how many calls per 
month there might be or how 
many transfers there might 
be? 


The time has come it 
would seem, for St. Albert to 
have an ambulance service. 
As any intelligent person 
knows, the hospital is the 
logical base for such a 
service. Therefore, may | 
state again, councils con- 
cerned must work out a 
co-operative approach. If the 
various councils and board 
members cannot reach an 
agreement between them- 
selves one has to question 
their ability to govern. 
Therefore, in the interim, 
council members, be sincere, 
exercise your vested auth- 
ority and provide a BASIC 
service. BASIC: like one 
vehicle and required St. John 
personnel. Anything more 
than that at this time is 
irresponsible. Taxpayers, be 
assured that if council goes 
as | perceive it is going we 
will be saddled with an 
additional deficit twice what 
council estimates. It happ- 
ened in the case of our bus 
service and will happen 
again.

Slippery Business

Arthur and Henry Henuset 
own a business that, logically 
enough, is called Henuset 
Bros, Ltd, In its 27 years of 
operation, Henuset has built 
25,000 miles of-pipeline in 
Canada, making it probably 
the country’s biggest pipe- 
line contractor.

Back in November, Alber- 
ta Oil Sands Pipeline (A.O.S. 
P.) Limited needed approxi- 
mately 150 miles of crude 
oil pipeline built. Syncrude 
Canada Limited needed 162 
miles of gas pipeline. Henu- 
set was invited to bid on both 
projects, just as the company 
has bid on hundreds of simi- 
lar projects in the past.

As it turned out, however, 
these contracts were award- 
ed in a rather unorthodox 
manner. Although Henuset’s 
bid was the lowest in both 
cases (by about $5 million 
total on a combined bid of 
only $17 million), the com- 
pany lost both tenders!

What went wrong? The 
key appears to be union 
pressure tactics. On Novem- 
ber 25th, delegates at a con- 
vention of the Alberta and 
N.W.T. Building Trades 
Council ordered, according 
to a newspaper report at the 
time, their executive to “take 
whatever steps necessary” to 
bar further “non-union” 
pipeline contracts, Council 
President Lawrence LeClair 
explained that this “could 
mean the whole construction 
industry in this province will 
be shut down.” 


Shortly after the conven- 
tion, Henuset discovered 


that the contracts would be 
awarded to the second-low- 
est bidders. Arthur and Hen- 
ry Henuset concluded that 
A.O.S.P. Ltd. and Syncrude 
had knuckled under to union 
pressure. 


There’s more to the story, 
however, A.S.O.P. Ltd. is a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of 
Alberta Energy Company 
which, in turn, is 50.1% 
owned by the Province of 
Alberta. Meanwhile, three 
governments — the federal, 
the Province of Alberta, and 
the Province of Ontario — 
own pieces of Syncrude. And 
governments supposedly 
exist to protect all Canadians 
from high-handed power 
plays by any segment of 
society. 


“At this stage, there is no 
solid proof that Henuset lost 
the contracts because of gov- 
ernment complicity in a 
union powerplay,” Jack Fos- 
ter of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Independent Business 
points out. “However, if the 
truth coincides with appear- 
ances, the implications are 
endless and serious. In the 
midst of a well-documented 
energy crisis, it appears that 
government may be conspir- 
ing with big labour to drive 
the cost of gas and oil even 


higher.

“There is only one way 
to get at the truth,” Foster 
maintains. “A Royal Commi- 
ssion investigation must be 
called immediately. There is 
no alternative when govern- 
ments’ ability to protect the 
rights of all Canadians ap- 
pears compromised.”

Marshalling community residents who own Citizen Band 
radios, the Lions and the Chamber of Commerce formed 
what has now become the 102-member Cresswell 
Neighborhood Watch. 


Lions members patrol regularly, using their own vehicles. 
They cover a 50-square mile area each Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday night in three hour shifts, two cars per shift, two 
persons per car. 


The unarmed patrol makes an average of 10 radio reports 
each weekend to the Sherrif’s deputy on duty--cars parked 
in strange locations, broken windows, kids hanging around, 
guys ‘‘squirreling’’ their cars. The deputy follows through 
on reports, making contact in about half the cases. 


The watch is aided inadvertantly by the numerous area 
residents with CB antennas on their vehicles. Some 
teen-agers contemplating driving up on the school lawn for 
kicks may see an antenna--whether it belongs to a Watch 
member or not--and think better of his urge. 


Ongoing expenses--gas and a little postage are paid for from 
the proceeds of a community fund-raising dinner. Local 
businesses, grateful for the increased security, have begun 
chipping in too. 


Lane County Sherriff Dave Burks has nothing but praise for 
the Lions’ role in developing a successful community crime 
prevention program.

The plant was initially designed to serve a population of 
6,000 but, by going to a different mode of operation, it can 
be expanded to serve 8,000. It will operate on a 24 hour 
retention basis, initially, but will go to six hour retention to 
handle 8,000. 

The treatment process involves aerating the effluent 
being piped to the Athabasca River. When the population 
exceeds 8,000, another aeration tank will be required, which 
would then enable the plant to serve 16,000 people.

A program stressing the social growth of children, rather 
than the academic growth, is being funded through the 
Town of Barrhead Recreation Office. The program is open to 
all three and four year olds in the community and runs from 
9:30 a.m. till 11 a.m. every morning except school holidays. 

The program was established to provide an opportunity 
for a young child to meet and interact with a greater number 
of children than might be possible in his home or 
neighbourhood environment. Because of this social 
preparation, the transition to kindergarten will hopefully be 
made more smoothly. In addition, the child is placed in a 
setting in which he can begin to seek his own level amongst 
his peers. The experience increases self-confidence and 
fosters a sense of independence away from the home 
environment. 

Most of the time spent in the program is devoted to free 
play, when the child can explore a range of activities, either 
by himself or with a group. There is no pressure to join in, 
participate, learn, finish or achieve. The latter lack of 
pressure is stressed as this is the child's first exposure to a 
school-like atmosphere, and a positive experience is 
desirable. 

Because this is a sort of introduction to school, there is 
some structure to the program, but flexibility is built-in. 
Two 15 minute segments per session are set aside to help 
the child's co-ordination, and to encourage group 
participation. Activities include craft work, music, ‘‘Let’s 
Pretend” periods, physical training, and films. 


AWARD HINTON AIRPORT CONTRACT 


The first contract concerning the Jasper/Hinton airport 
has been awarded by Alberta Transportation. The contract 
was let out to Border Paving Ltd. of Red Deer, and is in the 
amount of $520,327.28. 

According to Dr. Hugh M. Horner, deputy premier and 
minister of Transportation, the airport is scheduled for 
completion in the fall and will handle local or commuter 
traffic. Gateway Aviation Ltd., has already received 
permission from the Canadian Transport Commission to 
operate a service between Edmonton, Edson and 
Jasper/Hinton when the runway is complete. 

The new runway will measure 4,000 by 100 feet and will 
accommodate single and multi-engine aircraft including the 
Beech 99 Airliner, the deHavilland Twin Otter, the 
30-passenger Short 3-30 and the 40 passenger version of the 
Hawker Siddely 748. 

The first contract involves initial development work, such 
as grading, base, paving and other work on the runway, 
including taxiways and aircraft parking ramp, as well as 
paving at the junction of Highway 16 and Secondary Road 
999. The remaining contracts will be called later in the 
season.

Parents discuss math, 


pre-reading skills 


at meeting

Mrs. Elizabeth Duffy, a 
kindergarten teacher at Vital 
Grandin School, conducted a 
very successful workshop on 
how parents can prepare 
their children for the de- 
velopment of reading and 
mathematics skills. The se- 
ssion took place on Wed- 
nesday evening, February 
23, 1977, at Ronald Harvey 
Elementary School. The Par- 
ent Program Committee was 
pleased that more than 30 
parents, including four fath- 
ers, were in attendance, 

Mrs. Duffy introduced her 
topic by showing a new film 
entitled ‘‘Growing Togeth- 
er."’ The film stressed that 
learning is a partnership 
between parent and child 
and that each partner in the 
relationship learns from each 
other, dispelling the old 
concept that only the child is 
the benefactor in terms of 
learning. It went on to point 
out that the relationship 
between parent and child 
should be happy and that 
learning in the home should 
be one to one. 

Following the film Mrs. 
Duffy talked very briefly 
about learning in a general 
sense and then went on to 
outline the development of 
reading in children, She 
stressed the need for repi- 
tition or reinforcement in 
learning. Learning may be 
compared to making ‘‘path- 
ways'’ in the mind. This 
accounts for the fact that 
senior citizens remember so 


vividly their early past, 
because they relived it so 
many times and at the same 
time are unable to recall 
what they did yesterday. 
Other factors in learning that 
affect children are such 
things as maturity and the 
quality of their environment. 
At the end of this discussion, 
the parents prepared seven 
activities costing less than a 
dollar for materials that they 
would be able to use in their 
homes to foster reading 
skills, 

development of mathematics 
skills were explained. Then 
parents prepared five activi- 
ties that could be utilized in 
their homes to develop these 
skills. In conclusion, Mrs. 
Duffy summarized her pre- 
sentation by showing parents 
how meal times and bed- 
times can be utilized in 
preparing children for lan- 
guage and mathematics sk- 
ills. The key to remember is 
that learning at this age must 
be fun, Although, I suppose 
this is true of all learning, it 
is absolutely crucial to 
pre-school children. 

The Parent Program Co- 
mmittee would like to thank 
Mrs. Duffy for her excellent 
presentation and Mr. J. 
Bauman, principal at Ronald 
Harvey Elementary School, 
for hosting our meeting. 

Our next meeting will take 
place on Tuesday, March 22, 
and the topic will be 
‘‘Common Frustrations of 
Children.’’ Guest speaker 
will be Dr. David Merchant.

With the advent of Com- 

munity Education in many 
communities throughout the 
province, there have been 
many people asking ques- 
tions like ‘‘What is Com- 
munity Education: and How 
do I tell Community Edu- 
cation from any other type of 
education?"’ 

People that are uncertain 
about community schools 
may visit the school and not 
recognize some of the most 
important aspects of the 
educational program. Even 
the knowledgeable may visit 
with only one or two key 
ideas in mind. 

The following list was 
developed to serve as a 
reminder that mental check 
for the visitor. 

There should be evidence 
of use by the community 
before and after school hours 
-- in the mornings, in the 
afternoons, and in the even- 
ing. The facilities available to 
the group might include the 
gym, classrooms, and a 
community room. 


Active participation of 


community adults could be 
evidenced in having volun- 
teers in the classroom, in the 
school programs, and on the 
community advisory council. 
Participation includes both 
men as well as women. 

Usually the school staff are 
involved in community ac- 
tivities. The community be- 
comes aware of special skills 
available in the community. 

There is an optional school 
program which includes all 
other programs and activities 
not included in the required 
program of the school. The 
program should include not 
only school age children but 
residents of the entire 
community. 

This program, for all 
people at all hours, does not

have a limited time schedule. 
It is offered at all hours of the 
day and evening, weekends, 
and summers. Attendance in 
this program is optional as 
contrasted with the manda- 
tory attendance in ithe 
required program. 

In summary, community 
education is a concept that 
brings the community into 


seemingly irresponsible de- 
cisions but overall they will 
develop into productive 
members of society - if we let 
them, 

If you follow me so far and 
are in general agreement up 
to now it should follow then 
that alot of the change has to 
come about in the adult 
segment of the community, 
specifically families.

mental changes that their 
teens go through and exactly 
how to cope with these 
changes may give alot of 
parents the confidence to 
deal with their teens. 

Along with this education 
of parents must come a more 
general education of the 
public. It is very understand- 
able that many businesses 
don't like kids ‘hanging 
around’’ their establish- 
ments. The method by which 
they convey this concern to 
the teens can sometimes 
results in either broken 
windows or alternatively a 
good rapore among manager 
and teens. This difficulty 
often arises because teens 
are in that limbo age being 
neither child nor adult and 
many people choose to treat 
them like children, a decision 
which can be very regretable 
for both sides. 

A person, suffice it to say, 
could spend pages talking 
about laws pertaining to 
juveniles in the Province of 
Alberta all the way from the 
drinking age to the over- 
loaded caseloads of the social 
workers who deal with 
juveniles after they have 
gone through the courts. 
Let's just say they're in for a 
much needed overhaul and | 
for one hope this overhaul 
will put more responsibility 
on to parents and make the 
courts and sentences more of 
a deterrent than they pre- 
sently are. 

So far I've briefly men- 
tioned external factors which 
could effectively influence 
teen acting out in the com- 
munity. But what about 
teens themselves? 

There is some truth to the 
thought that “idle hands 


breed trouble’ and more 
than any other time in a 
person's life teens have a 
need to be socially as well as 
physically active. Some pro- 
grams are only practical to 
Stage for youth. Things like 
hockey leagues, baseball 
leagues, scouting etc., are 
best administered by ex- 
perienced adults but these 
activities reach only a portion 
of the total youth population. 
The other portion who are 
not interested in organized 
Sports are often forgotten to 
find their own pursuits to 
meet socializing needs. Take 
a look at the drive-in, the 
number of bush bashes in 
summer or the number of 
house parties going on 
during the winter and I think 
you'll see my point. Out of 
these activities often come a 
number of followers and one 
or two leaders and often alot 
of trouble. 

So.now we get into the 
youth worker concerns and 
how the community can help 
but because of space reasons 
I'll have to continue next 
week, I'll be speaking at a 
more direct angle to the 
problem and how I see it 


progressing in St. Albert.$

Tucker's Food Experience 
was the simple, home-style 
fare - baked chicken, prime 
ribs of beef, shrimp, steaks, 
trout and salmon, each acc- 
ompanied by fresh baked 


bread, and a choice of 
potatoes and vegetables. 
First in the order of 


courses was the trip to the 
salad bar, which most diners 
are well acquainted with. 
Mother Tucker's is a little 
different however. In addi- 
tion to the usual variety of 
tossed salads and cold vege- 
tables, there is a wide 
selection of cheeses, cra- 
ckers, fruit, cold meats, and 
an excellent potato salad. 

The ‘Special’ among the 
entrees was the prime rib of 
beef, which my dining 
partner chose. He was 
escorted to the ‘Beef Dis- 
play’ where he not only 
selected the cut of his choice 
but was also offered baked 
ham, and ribs. I chose the 
poached salmon steak which 
was nicely served, but a little 
on the dry side. 

The dinner was completed 
with the only dessert offered 
at Mother Tucker's - apple 
pie. My first inclination was 
to decline, since it didn't 
appeal to me visually. In the 
light of the restaurant the 
apples appeared green. But, 
after tasting the sweet, I 
have to admit that my eye 
was tricked.

Capacity crowd attends 
opening of hall addition 


A capacity crowd of about 
400 attended the celebration 
and dance at Villeneuve Hall 
on Saturday evening to mark 
the official opening of the 
addition which doubled the 
space of the hall from 3,000 
to 6,000 square feet. 

Gilbert Soetaert of the 
Villeneuve Athletic Associa- 
tion which built the original 
hall and the new addition, 
was master of ceremonies. 
He called on Ernie Jamison, 
MLA who congratulated the 
Association and the people of 
the Villeneuve area on the 
excellence of their facility, 
and the hard work they 
themselves had put into it. 
Reeve Bill Flynn was also 
asked to speak and he had 
praise for the manner in 
which the project was hand- 
led. The municipality knows 
the amount of work done by 
the local people, including 
new people coming into the 
district on acreages, said Mr. 
Flynn, and we appreciate 
also the sound management 
of the Villeneuve Athletic 
Association, 

The MD council was well 
represented and Mr. Soe- 
taert introduced Councillors 
Clay Crozier, Hubert Lam- 
oureux, Walter Van de Walle 
and Lawrence Kluthe. Coun-

cillor Glen Berry was in 
hospital at the Misericordia 
and Walter Jerram was 
unable to be present. School 
board chairman, John Mc- 
Donell was also introduced. 

Mr. Soetaert reviewed the 
project and spoke warmly of 
the tremendous help the 
Athletic Association had re- 
ceived, with a good portion of 
the labour being donated by 
established residents and 
newcomers to the district. He 
singled out the effort by 
Chris Meunier of Morinville, 
a private building contractor 
who took the time to super- 
vise the construction. The 
crowd gave Chris a tre- 
mendous standing ovation. 

A new floor was put in 
throughout the building and 
the hall now has one of the 
finest dancing floors in the 
MD area. With the Satellites 
on the bandstand it was out 
to excellent use. At one point 
Danny Boisvert of St. Albert 
joined the band with his 
fiddle to the delight of the 
crowd, 

On the basis of 60% labour 
and 40% material it is 
estimated the addition would 
be valued at $100,000. With- 
out the volunteer labour it 
would have been impossible. 
The Association was assisted 


in providing materials by a 
Provincial grant of $31,532 
which came via the Sturgeon 
Regional Council, with the 
required approval of the MD 
council. The Association had 
the extra land required but 
due to not too solid ground it 
had to be supported with 
concrete grade beams on 
cement piling. 

Except for one window in 
the kitchen, the building is 
windowless but has a good 
exhaust fan system with 
baffled intakes for getting air 
into the hall. Wiring is in for 
a future public address 
system. To keep the hall 
operating and for money- 
raising functions the Asso- 
ciation has arranged rotating 
groups who volunteer their 
services once a year or more. 
The hall also includes an 
upstairs area at one end 
which is used for storage. 

Looking ahead, now that 
the hall extension is com- 
pleted, Mr. Soetaert said the 
Association would be plan- 
ning to rebuild the ice rink, 
now 28 years old, and to 
complete dressing rooms at 
the back of the hall. There 
are also four ball diamonds at 
the back of the hall to keep 


up. 


Citizens discuss at meeting

Omer Pelletier, recreation 
board president, introduced 
the guest, Mr. Jim Newman, 
assistant superintendent of 
the Sturgeon Regional Rec- 
reation. Rene Maurier was 


appointed chairman to pre- 
side over the meeting. The 
general feeling of all those 
present remains that unless 
we, the Legal citizens work 
together and finish first of all 
what was already started, 
which is making the present 
arena more useful before 
starting other projects, the 
village will suffer. 

Prior to this meeting a 
group of concerned men 
formed a committee to take it 
upon themselves to make 
sure that the plans for a new 
curling rink and artificial ice 
be made first priority. The 
committee wrote a very well 
organized letter listing their 
proposed plans on artificial 
ice and the letter was read to 
all of us. After some intense 
discussions it was moved 
tha! this committee be made 
official immediately. 

Seven men were then 
nominated and during a 
short recess their individual 
positions were determined. 


By - election held at

At a recent by-election 
here, 33% of eligible voters 
turned out on Tuesday, 
February 22 to cast their 
ballots for a councillor to fill 
the vacancy left by Archie 
Jenkins. George Grainger 
was the winning candidate 
with 103 of the 179 votes 
cast, while Geoff Milligan 
received 76 votes. 


Now that the Village has a 
full council of five, a mayor 
will be elected by the council 
from among their own 
number at the next regular 
meeting to be held March 
Ist.

Lynda Bland, chairman of 
the finance committee in 
charge of a drive for the 
ambulance, thanked Walter 
and Bill most warmly and 
asked all the volunteers who 
will operate the service to 
come on stage.

$20,000 GOAL SHOULD 
BE REACHED 


Four months ago 
finance committee was for- 
med and set themselves a 
goal of $20,000 to re-activate 
a volunteer ambulance ser- 
vice for the combined dis- 
tricts. A canvas of families 
and business people realized 
about $9,500. Two bottle 
drives added $1,000 and in 
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November when J. Yuen- 
Jung was born, the family 
held a birthday and christen- 
ing party, with a request that 
donations be given for an 
ambulance rather than gifts. 
$600 was turned over to the 
fund from this occasion. 

The committee now has 
approximately $14,500 and 
are planning a white ele- 
phant auction in March, Sale 
of the old vehicle will also 
swell the total and it now 
seems certain that the goal of 
$20,000 will be reached, 
which will provide for a new 
van conversion type ambu- 
lance, with high roof, plus 
insurance, equipment and 
some working capital. Based 
on two years of past ex- 
perience and considering 
growth, the service expects 
to handle about 100 calls per 
year. The new service will 
also have a mobile tele- 
phone, donated by Wes 
Spencer of Bon Accord. 

The ambulance will be 
housed in the Gibbons Fire 
Hall. 


VOLUNTEERS CONTINUE 
TRAINING 


Volunteers all have a 
standard certificate from St. 
John Ambulance and they 
are taking advanced training 
to qualify for the provincial 
emergency care course such 
as the one offered at S.A.1.T. 
In addition the National 
Registry for Emergency Me- 
dical Technicians course in 
being self taught in Bon 
Accord at present. Recently 
the groups had instruction 
from paramedics from Gr- 
ande Prairie and Calgary and 
they will write the exam this 


summer. 

Superintendent Mansfield 
told the Gazette that the 
provincial EMT course when 
underway will ratse the 
standards of all people in 
ambulance and rescue work, 
and Eric Rast will be the new 
director. The Bon Accord- 
Gibbons service plans to get 
five women into that pro- 
gram. Drivers have standard 
first aid training and the 
vehicle will be manned with a 
driver and one or two techni- 
cians, depending on the 
nature of the call, One 
qualified volunteer must 
always be left in the village, 
with a vehicle and additional 
help available, such as the 
Morinville service, to provide 
a back up service when the 
ambulance is out on call. The 
service does no transfer 
calls, which are handled by 
Smith Ambulance. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


In the future it is hoped 
that we can have firemen to 
help with rescue work, and 
that the MD Sturgeon will 
help with equipment for fire 
fighting and trapped victims. 
An ambulance cannot carry 
such equipment, but a fire 
engine can carry it and 
provide manpower. Nation- 
ally, said Mr. Mansfield the 
chance is less than 20 
percent of a vehicle bursting 
into flames. 

He also noted that the 
Cadillac limousine type am- 
bulance was abandoned in 
1976 in the United States, in 
favour of a modified de- 
livery-type van. The new 
service will purchase one 
such as is used in Medicine 
Please Turn to Page 32 


Schellenberger wants 


amendment to payment law 


He feels that the banks are 
uniquely suited to the ad- 
ministration of advance pay- 
ments. Having dealt with 
farmers for a number of 
years, the major banks are 
well aware of the risks and 
constraints involved in agri- 
cultural production in Cana- 
da. The banks’ successful 
handling of the government 
guaranteed farm improve- 
ment loans testifies to their 
competence in the field of 
arm lending. 

The proposed amendment 
has not yet been put to a vote 
in the House of Commons. 

Wetaskiwin MP Stan Sch- 
ellenberger has proposed an 
amendment to Bill C-2, an 
Act to Facilitate the Making 
of Advance Payments for 
Crops. The bill provides for 
government guaranteed 
loans to farmers of storage- 
able crops. The cash ad- 
vances will enable the farmer 
to pay off his debts without 
having to sell all his produce 
immediately after harvesting 
it, putting the farmer in a 
better position to wait for a 
good price and then sell his 
produce, 

The bill's provisions are 
similar to those of the Prairie 
Grain Advance Payments Act 
which provides cash advan- 
ces to producers of cereal 
crops. While he endorses the 


intent of Bill C-2, Mr. 
Schellenberger feels that 
adoption of his amendment 
will allow for added flexi- 
bility in the administration of 
advance payments. At pre- 
sent the bill stipulates that 
the payments are to be 
administered by producer 
organizations. 

However, in some areas of 
Canada, and for some pro- 
ducts, there are no or- 
ganizations set up to handle 
the administrative respon- 
sibility, The producers who 
find themselves in an area 
without an organization will 
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not be entitled to the benefits 
of the legislation. 

Mr. Schellenberger pro- 
poses that in circumstances 
such as these, banks should 
be allowed to administer the 
advance payments. By all- 
owing the banks to perform 
this function, all Canadian 
farmers would be given 
equal opportunity to take 
advantage of the cash ad- 
vances. The legislation 
would thus be more demo- 
cratic, and a larger number 
of Canadian farmers could 
derive benefit from it.

For providing equipment for 
the vehicle and personal 
equipment kits for volunteers 
of about $50 and the com- 
mittee is hoping that possibly 
one annual drive could pro- 


vide the funds. The service 
has a VHF Motorola radio 
with assigned frequency and 
a base station in Bon Accord. 
They also use the services of 
Citizen Band operators. 

A few more volunteers 
available during the day 
would be a big help, just for 
daytime calls, said Mr. 
Mansfield, and we hope to be 
able to get women to add to 
our present volunteers, four 
of whom are nurses.

A recent report in the 
Gazette concerning the ab- 
ove has been brought to my 
attention. 1 am somewhat 
disturbed over this, in view 
of the fact that I personally 
surveyed the site and att- 
ended to the layout of the 
arena, 

The West Sturgeon Agri- 
cultural Society contacted 
myself, then with Diversified 
Survey Consultants, prior to 
any work being done on the 
site. We firstly proceeded 
witha grid survey to allow 
them to roughly grade the 
site, doing the legal survey of 
the lot and the building 
layout shortly thereafter. 

The Gazebo was never 
intended to be included in 
the area surveyed out for the 
arena. 

Our original application for 
the subdivision approval was 
for a slightly smaller parcel, 
an additional 30 feet being 
obtained later due to the 


northerly portion of the lot 
being unsuitable for the 
arena, This was approved by 
the Edmonton Regional PI- 
anning Commission and the 
Archdiocese. Copies of lett- 
ers in this regard are 
enclosed. 

I do not believe there is 
any problems with the arena 
being on the surveyed par- 
cel, and would point out that 
the Agricultural Society pro- 
ceeded in a proper manner, 
by having a Land Surveyor 
attend to the required sur- 
veys. 

In this regard, I trust that 
any statements to the con- 
trary can be retracted.

Annual garden party an 
event for Gibbons

A great event, used to take 
place on a farm, which was 
located one mile southeast of 
the Town of Gibbons ann- 
ually. 

This event was a typically 
English style Fete, or Garden 
Party. The affair was plann- 
ed by the family of Ralph 
Goddard, who were from 
England. 

Ladies of the community 
assisted by baking cakes, 
pies and cookies, to be 
served. Tables were placed 
at the west end of the large 
beautifully trimmed lawn of 
the Goddard's farm home. 
Tall poplar, birch, and aspen 
shaded this west-end area. 

There was a coal and wood 
cook stove set up at the 
northwest corner, here huge 
enamelled pots of coffee 
were kept boiling. Tea pots 
were set ona long wooden 
table. On another long table, 
which was covered with a 
lovely white linen tablecloth 
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were the huge stacks of 
dainty sandwiches, iced tea, 
cakes, cookies, On the end of 
this table were also dainty 
pitchers filled with sweet 
farm cream and bowls of 
sugar. 

Tables were daintily cov- 
ered with various lovely 
tablecloths, which ladies of 
the district, who were help- 
ing, brought along. 

As the people arrived, they 
were invited to sit down at a 
table to be served tea or 
coffee as they wished, the 
children having tea, milk or 
hot cocoa. 

The Goddards’ had a 
lovely tennis court on their 
farm. This was located 
southeast from the lawn 
area. 

An ‘‘Aunt Sally’” was set 
up, complete with a long 
skirt, apron and sun hat. In 
its mouth was a clay pipe, to 
be ready for a ‘‘ringer,"’ as 
people tried their hand at 
throwing the wooden emb-

roidery hoops at it, to try to 
win a prize. A fish pond also 
graced the entertainment 
area, Where you cast, with a 
rod, onto which a string was 
attached, with a small hook 
on the end. As you cast you 
might catch a parcel, which 
would containa very smgll 
toy of some sort.

Afternoon would wear on, 
shadows of the trees be- 
coming longer, until finally 
the sun would sink into the 
western sky. Then strings of 
Japanese Lanterns were st- 
rung from the front of the 
Goddards’ home, to the trees 
at the west end of the lawn, 
There was a sort of terrace in 
front of the Goddards’ house, 
where an orchestra would 
start tuning up, for a lawn 
dance which would start at 
the onset of darkness. 

Soon, the Japanese lanters 
with their delicately painted 
shades would send a ‘‘rain- 
bow" hue of color, over the 
crowd of people dancing on 
the beautiful lawn. Tea and 
coffee were served until at 
last, tired, but very happy 
people left for home. 

That Garden Party or Fete 
filled the souls of young and 
old alike, with a gentle 
wonderment. Wonderful ti- 
mes were enjoyed by Gib- 
bons residents, in those very 
early years.

That's all you could see-a 
puckered out mouth and a 
big cigar. All those lads wore 
“chaps’’ as an every day 
apparrel. 

During the time the riding 
or calf roping took place, the 
Chinaman's Cafe was a real 
beehive of activity. Local and 
farm daughters, dressed in 
their pretty print frocks, 
trimmed with organdy, wea- 
ting pretty starched aprons, 
were preparing for the 
on-rush of hungry people.

Ada Beals, Bon Accord 


Pioneer passes away 


Ada Estelle Beals, one of 
early Bon Accord settlers, 
passed away February 25, 
1977 at the age of 88 years. 
Born in 1888 in Guelph, 
Ontario, she and her family 
came to Edmonton in 1911. 
Her father, Frank Chubb has 
passed away and her eldest 
brother, Earl, had come west 
in 1900. He worked for nearly 
two years then sent for the 
rest of the family. 

While in Edmonton she 
met and married Ray Beals 
in a double ceremony with 
her brother Earl and Hilda- 
von Gruenigen on November 
18, 1914, in First Baptist 
Church, Ray Beals had come 
to the Edmonton district with 
his family in 1891 from 
Rockland, Massachusetts 
and when Stella met him was 
in the implement business. 
In April, 1915, Ray, Stella, 
Earl and Hilda homesteaded 
to Bon Accord. In 1919 they 
moved to the present *‘Beals 
homestead,’’ where Mrs. 
Beals continued to live until 
her death. For the last 
quarter century she lived 
with her daughter, Verna 
and son-in-law Robert Mor- 
ris. 
Ray and Stella had two 
daughters, Verna Estelle 
born in March, 1915 and 
Ruby Irene in November, 
1918.

was the end of everything -- 
no trolley cars, no ‘‘modern”’ 
conveniences, no stores, no 
neighbours and a young 
family to raise. But she 
coped well and 62 years later 
was still “‘homesteading"’ in 
Bon Accord. 

Her husband passed away 
in 1950 and her three 
brothers also pre-deceased 
her, but ‘‘Mrs. Beals’’ 
became a common sight at 
district ball games and 
hockey matches. She was 
crippled by arthritis from an 
early age and so watched all 
her ‘‘favorite sports’’ from 
the confines of a car. She 
tooted the horn, using her 
cane, when Bon Accord 
scored a goal or made a run, 
kept her own score card, 
picked her own three stars 
and had a great time. All the 
surrounding towns where 
ball tournaments were held 
always found a place for Mrs. 
Beals behind the back-stop. 

In her latter years, as her 
arthritis worsened, she did- 
n't attend events so regularly 
but that didn’t flag her 


interest and either her 
daughters or her grand- 
children usually stopped by 
to give her the highlights of 
the day’s happenings. 

Stella Beals was very 
active in the Bon Accord 
United Church for a number 
of years, singing in the choir 
and participating in the 
United Church Women's 
group. 

Mrs. Beal's funeral was 
held at the Bon Accord 
United Church on February 
28, 1977 with burial in the 
Bon Accord Cemetery. 

She was a grand lady and 
with her passing, her gener- 
ation of the Chubb family is 
gone. She wasa pioneer in 
the true sense and she will be 
missed.
